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Vo tin g Rights Bill 
Ignites Battle 


WASHINGTON (AP)— The first parliamentary skirmish­ 
ing took place Friday in what promises to be a long, 
bitter Senate battle ov er v oting - rights legislation. The 
struggle may produce a filibuster. 
Sen. Philip A. Hart, D-Mich., acting for a bipartisan 
civ il rights bloc, blocked what ordinarily would be routine 
procedure for handling the 
administration’s nationwide 
v oting-rights measure which squeaked through the House 
Thursday . 
• 
The effect of his mov e, taken after a conference in the 
office of Majority Leader Mike Mansfield, D-Mont., was to 
keep the bill from being referred at once to the Senate 
J udiciary Committee. 
Hart and other opponents of the administration bill 
fav or a simple 5 -y ear ex tension of the 19 6 5 Voting Rights 
Act which applies only to parts of the South. 
Their nex t step will be either to try to get the House- 
passed bill placed directly on the Senate’s legislativ e calen­ 
dar or hav e it referred to the J udiciary Committee with 
instructions that it be reported back by a fix ed date. 
Earlier in the day , Sen. Hugh Scott of Pennsy lv ania, 
the Senate GOP Leader, reiterated his oppcsition to the 
administration bill and hinted at an attempt to by pass the 
J udiciary Committee. 
Sen. J ames O. Eastland, D-Miss., is chairman of the 
committee, and civ il rights supporters fear any v oting-rights 
measure— either the administration bill or an ex tension of 
the 19 6 5 act— might be bottled up there indefinitely unless 
action is taken now to prev ent it. 
So far, both bills hav e been buried in the J udiciary 
Committee’s constitutional rights sub-committee, headed by 
Sen. Sam J . Erv in J r., D-N. C. It held brief hearings in J uly 
but has not acted since. 
Erv in told a reporter Friday he plans to reopen hearings 
nex t y ear but said it would be spring or later before the 
issue reaches the floor. 
Ev en before the mov e to by -pass the J udiciary Com­ 
mittee had dev eloped, Erv in had hinted at a filibuster if 
such an effort was made. 
“ We could hav e a lot of talk about that,” said Erv in, 
adding he believ es enough Republicans would support the 
administration to make it impossible to get the two-thirds 
majority necessary to cut off a filibuster. 
The 19 6 5 act, ex piring in August 19 7 0, suspended v oter 
literacy tests and authorized the use of federal registrars in 
six Southern states — Alabama, Georgia, Louisiana, Missis­ 
sippi, South Carolina and Virginia — and in 39 counties in 
North Carolina. 
The administration bill would ex tend these prov isions 
nationwide and also prohibit states from setting residency 
requirements for v oting in presidential elections. 
Bv a 208 -203 v ote, the House ov errode its J udiciary 
Committee and substituted the administration measure for 
a bill to ex tend the 19 6 5 act for fiv e y ears. 
The action drew bitter comments from civ il rights lead­ 
ers, who contended the broader legislation would weaken 
enforcement in the South where nearly a million Negro 
v oters hav e been registered since passage of the 19 6 5 act. 
One major objection to the administration bill is that 
it would drop a prov ision of the 19 6 5 act requiring cov ered 
states to obtain adv ance approv al of a federal court here or 
the U. S. attorney general for any change in their v oting laws. 
The administration bill would authorize the attorney 
general to sue in federal district courts to enjoin or v oid 
any state law deny ing or limiting the right to v ote. 
Erv in and other Southern senators hav e attacked the 
19 6 5 act as sectional legislation and they prefer the adminis­ 
tration bill. But they would like to kill any new v oting-rights 
measure. 
As a minimum, Erv in said new legislation should dis­ 
card the present cov erage formula, based on v oter turnout in 
the 19 6 4 election, and substitute a formula based on the 19 6 8 
election. 
Erv in said if this were done most of the states now 
cov ered would be ex empted.

PARIS (AP) — Grecce with­ 
drew from the Council of Eu­ 
rope Friday rather than submit 
to certain suspension as punish­ 
m ent for failing to restore De­ 
m ocracy . 
Foreign 
Minister 
Panay otis 
Pipinellis of Greece 
said his 
country was im m ediately and 
com pletely sev ering its ties with 
the 18 -nation organization. He 
stressed that the decision did 
not affect Greek membership in 
the North Atlantic Treaty Or­ 
ganization. 
The council was established in 
19 49 
as 
a 
sort 
of watchdog 
against the renaissance of total­ 
itarian g o v e r n m e n t s that 
plagued Europe in the 19 30s. Its 
stated aim s are preserv ation of 
dem ocracy and 
the rights of 
man but it also is concerned 
with social and economic pro­ 


gress. 
The council w as ready to sus­ 
pend Greece for delay ing a re­ 
turn to dem ocratic procedure. It 
has been nearly three y ears 
since the junta seized power in 
Athens.

known Soldier. 
Premier Mariano Rumor, in a 
nationwide address later, called 
the bombings “ an act of barba­ 
rism which has no precedent in 
the history of our country .” He 
termed the high toll of v ictim s 
“ a toll of sham e” for the nation. 
Milan and Home hav e been 
plagued this y ear by numerous 
but minor bomb attempts. Po­ 
lice hav e blamed them on splin­ 
ter anarchist groups, but hav e 
made no arrests. 
Bank em ploy es hav e been agi 
fating throughout the fall 
for 
higher wages and 
a reduced 
work schedule, but a settlem^fit 
was reached Tursday . The ex ­ 
plosions also cam e at the end of 
Italy ’s troubled autumn of labor 
agitation, punctuated by strikes 
and occasional v iolence.

The Milan ex plosion tore a 
hole 3 feet in diam eter under a 
central table in the main hall of 
the bank. 
At the time, more 
than 200 em ploy es were inside, 
transacting business with out 
of-town farm ers, the main part 
of the bank's clientele. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate passed today a compro­ 
mise $4.8 billion housing bill 
which would enable many more 
poor families to qualify for pub­ 
lic housing. 


The measure, which now goes 
to the House, also contains a 
new 
prov ision 
requiring that, 
for each slum home or apart­ 
ment razed as part of an urban 
renewal project, a new low-in- 
come dwelling unit would hav e 
to be built in the city or county 
inv olv ed. 


GOP Pushes

WASHINGTON (AP) - Re­ 
publicans 
pressed

paign for m assiv e cuts in the 
cost of the tax bill Friday while 
the chief House draftsman indi­ 
cated tax pay ers will wind up 
with an increase in their person­ 
al ex emptions. 


That signal cam e from Rep. 
Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., chair­ 
man of the House Way s and 
Means Committee, a man who 
will ex ert major influence on 
the compromise tax writing ses­ 
sions due to begin Monday . 


Facing 
President , Nix on’s 
threat of a v eto, sev en mem bers 
of the House and sev en senators 
will negotiate final term s of the 
bill, subject to ratification by 
each chamber. 
A key issue: the boost from 
$000 to $8 00 v oted by the Senate 
in the sum a tax pay er is entitled 
to deduct for each of his depend­ 
ents in figuring out what he 
ow es tbe gov ernment.. 
The Senate wrote in that fea­ 
ture, along with a sharp in­ 
crease in Social Security bene­ 
fits, and the price tag prompted 
Nix on’s v eto threat. 


COMPROMISE REDUCTION

ticularly during the nex t, two 
y ears. 
“ Any thing which is done to 
ex pose the jerry built nature of 
this tax bill is all to the g<x x l." 
Scott said after the Agncv v at­ 
tack. “ This bill is a combination 
of so many fav ored giv eaway 
projects that it should only .sur­ 
v iv e if if loses som e of its added 
arms and legs.”

Senate Jeop ard ized Anti-Inflation Plan Says Agnew 


HOT SPRINGS, Ark. (AP) - 


Vice President Spiro T. Agnew 


said Friday the administration’s 


anti-inflation 
campaign 
had 


been jeopardized by “ irrespon­ 


sible tinkering” with the tax re­ 
form bill in the Senate. 
Agnew 
told 
the Republican 
Gov ernors Conference the cu­ 
m ulativ e 
im pact 
of 
Senate 
amendm ents to the bill and oth­ 
er congressional actions would 
be a “ national disaster” by in­ 
jecting billions of dollars into an 
already inflationary economy . - 
“ A dollar is not just spent, it 
is turned ov er and m ultiplied” 
and a multibillion 
“ multiplier 
would shatter our economy , fuel 
inflationary 
psy chology 
and 


sm ash the hope of stability for 
the 19 7 0s,” Agnew said. 
He drew applause when he 
said President Nix on would v eto 
the “ Christmas tree” bill in its 
present form. Howev er, the bill, 
which passed the Senate Thurs­ 
day , m ay be altered substantial­ 
ly in a House-Senate conference 
com m ittee. 
The v ice president’s speech to 
the nation’s 
Republican 
chief 
ex ecutiv es was the highlight of 
a business session at which the 
gov ernors 
discussed 
Nix on’s 
concept of sharing federal rev e­ 
nues with the states. 
Gov . 
Harold 
LeVander 
of 
Minnesota 
suggested 
that the 
gov ernors put pressure on their 
states’ 
congressional 
delega- 


tions to support rev enue-shar­ 
ing. LeVander has prepared a 
resolution for conference consid­ 
eration urging the federal gov ­ 
ernment 
to 
share 
with 
the 
states. 
Agnew said the purpose of tax 
reform was “ equity , not popu­ 
larity .” 
He said the administration’s 
proposal was “ unbalanced by 
certain careless men in the Sen­ 
ate—men worried about their 
futures—they hav e to stand for 
election in 197 0— to curry politi­ 
cal adv antage for them selv es.” 
“ They 
resem ble 
children 
more than any thing else play ing 
with power tools,” Agnew said. 
“ But I believ e their grandstand­ 
ing is going to backfire. They 


are about to gore their own ox ” 
Agnew did not mention any 
specific 
senator, 
but 
he 
dis­ 
cussed tax reform bill amend 
rnents supported by Democrats. 
He 
said 
Democratic 
policy 
groups in Congress, the national 
Democratic 
Committee 
and 
prominent. Democrats through 
out the country who accuse the 
President of hav ing no program 
were engaging “ in a ridiculous 
hand-wringing charade.” 
STRONG INNOVATION 
“ The 
Nix on 
administration 
has proposed the only strong in­ 
nov ations to com e out of Wash­ 
ington in the past eight y ears.” 
he said. “ The Democratic tactic 
seem s to be the practice of one- 
upsmanship. They attach like 


parasites 
to 
the 
carefully 
thought out administration pro 
gram s and simply clamor for 
raised figures and higher per­ 
centages of assistance.” 
Agnew 
said 
inflation 
was 
“ more silent, than the burglar, 
more predatory than the loan 
shark, 
more 
subtle 
than 
the 
shakedown,” but that the na­ 
tion was benefiting from Nix ­ 
on’s anti inflation program. 
A rising cost of liv ing that for 
fiv e y ears “ had been allowed to 
get 
out 
of 
hand” 
is 
being 
slowed, 
he said. 
Agnew also 
said the consumer price index 
was rising at a 6 .4 per cent rate 
in the first half of 19 69 , but has 
dropped to 5 .3 per cent since 
J une. 


In general, the bill ex tends 
major federal housing programs 
for one y ear and contains large 
new authorizations of funds de- 
signed to help the nation meet a 
10-y ear, 26 -million unit housing 
goal. 


Some of the most important 
rev isions of present programs 
contained in the bill would af­ 
fect 
the 
8 0-y ear-old, 
low-rent 
public housing program. 


One of these would authorize 
$7 5 million a y ear in subsidies 
so public housing tenants would 
not hav e to pay more than 25 
per cent of their income for 
rent. 


SO POOR 
Some fam ilies seeking public 
housing now are so poor they 
cannot afford to pay ev en the 
low subsidized rents. 
Another rev ision would, 
for 
the first tim e, p en cil the feder­ 
al gov ernment to pay part of the 
operating costs of public hous­ 
ing projects and thus rescue 
those sniggling with financial 
problems. 
Prev iously , the federal gov ­ 
ernment 
has helped 
pay 
the 
costs of amortizing the bonds 
which financed the projects, but 
operating 
and 
maintenance 
hav e been handled out of rents. 


PUBLIC HOUSING 
The bill also would raise the 
per room cost ceilings on public 
housing from $2,400 to $2,8 00 per 
y ear, with ev en higher ceilings 
in high-cost areas. This is de­ 
signed lo help such cities as 
New York where many projects 
now are sty mied. 
Other important prov isions in 
the bill would: 
—Authorize a new FlIA insur­ 
ance 
program 
for 
mobile 
homes. 
—Make changes to speed up 
implementation of the ex isting 
flood insurance program. 
~Increase. 
\he 
m ax im um 
mortgage amounts under FHA 
programs. For ex am ple, FHA 
would 
be 
allowed 
to 
insure 
m ortgages 
on 
single 
fam ily 
homes up to $8 8 ,000; the present 
ceiling is $30,000. 
Ex tend the authority of the 
secretary of housing and urban 
dev elopm ent to fix ceilings on 
interest rates.

Administration.

Go into the woods, cut down 
a Christmas tree, take it inside, 
string it with popcorn. In this 
simple displacement of nature 
you have a symbol, something 
a l i v e 
and

fection. 
Now get with it. Go to Ice 
City and shell out $20 for a 
box of overgrown green vinyl 
pipecleaners (brancres) and a

an artificial Christmas tree. 
It’s no shoddy imitation, this 
fake tree.

Only Temporary Solution 


8f f, Not The Answer 
To the Editor: I noticed in 
your Dec. 4 issue, an article 
centering around Senate Bill 
825. Somehow I get the opinion 
that you feel 8 per cent will cure 
the local housing condition? 
I think 8 per cent is only a 
temporary answer to the hous­ 
ing problem. It. seems that to­ 
day the philosophic approach of 
government to any problem is 
the easiest solution, which re­ 
sults in added taxes and interest 
rates with little fear of the con­ 
sequences, one of which is run 
away inflation: the number one 
killer of the housing market. 
On a $20,000 mortgage, a 1 per 
cent increase amounts to $144 of 
extra payments per year or 
$2880 over a twenty year period. 
At $20 per square foot for con­ 
struction costs, the buyer can 
get 144 more square feet of liv­ 
ing space. This means rather 
than a three bedroom home, the 
buyer can get an extra bedroom 
12 x 12. Speaking in nationwide 
terms, the monthly payment a 
buyer made in 1966 at 6 per cent 
for a $26,000 house will now only 
purchase a $20,000 home using, 
as an illustration, the average 
national mortgage rate of 8.5 
per cent. 
The banker likes to tell the 
home buyer that the bank can 
not afford to loan money at 7 
per cent, plus a 3 per cent 
placement charge on a new 
mortgage. Our local institutions 
are paying their depositors from 


V 
’ x per cent to 5't per cent on 
their savings, unless the amount 
exceeds $100,000 for which the 
institutions pay 0'i per cent. 
Certainly this is an adequate 
mark up. At present, bank earn­ 
ings are at an all time high. 
The solution to the tight hous­ 
ing market can only be handled 
by federal action. First, we 
must understand that as long 
as we are involved in the war, 
money will be tight. However, 
our 
government 
can correct 
some other factors over which 
they have control. To begin, the 
government must cut their ex­ 
penditures and become some­ 
what provident. Secondly, Na­ 
tional and State banks should 
be compelled to place a cer­ 
tain percentage of their depos­ 
its in home mortgages in the 
State in which they are located. 
Next, equity payments must be 
required on all consumer goods, 
thereby reducing the demand 
for consumer credit. With a cut 
back in retail sales, industry 
will not need to expand to con­ 
tinue to meet the market de­ 
mand. This would curtail some 
of the need for corporate bor­ 
rowing and make more money 
available. In addition, banks 
must become more selective in 
their lending practices. Lastly, 
the government must develope 
a sound economic policy, and 
not one that produces easy cred­ 
it at election time. 
I realize my plan of action is 
not workable, at present, be­ 
cause politicans are expedient, 
looking for re-election and not 
permanent solutions. Hack in

THE TITL E for tod ay’s lesson 
seems somewhat out of place, 
for there isn ’t anything “ Bet­ 
ween the Testaments,” as it 
were.

This is not to ind icate that 
God had ceased to be active 
in the affairs or that all contact 
between heaven and earth had 
end ed . 
While no word was 
received from heaven d uring 
this time, God was at work in

(AP) - Sur­ 
geons amputated the left leg of 
Fred Steinmark, starting safety 
on the No. 1 ranked University 
of Texas-Austin football team 
Friday after an examination re­ 
vealed a malignant tumor in the 
left thighbone. 
Steinmark played almost all 
the game only last Saturday 
against Arkansas in a contest 
billed as the one for the national 
championship. Texas won 15-14. 
Steinmark, 20, was reported in 
satisfactory condition following 
the surgery. Mr. and Mrs. Fred 
Steinmark Sr., of Denver, Colo., 
were at their son’s bedside.

R oyal was with the family dur­ 
ing the operation. 
The 
news 
of the 
surgery 
shocked and saddened the Texas 
football team which meets Notre 
Dame in the Cotton Bowl Jan. 1. 
“ It is a deep shock,” said tri­ 
captain Ted Koy, a halfback. 
“ We are all deeply concerned.” 
“ He’ll react to it like a cham­ 
pion,” Koy said. “ There’s no 
doubt in my mind that he will.” 
“ We all really have a deep' 
feeling for Fred,” Koy added. 
“ The team sent flowers yester­ 
day. It was a ‘No. 1’ formed of 
carnations.” 
A hospital statement said a 
sliver of tissue removed from 
the bone in the thigh disclosed 
the tumor was malignant. 
“ It was necessary to remove 
the left limb at the hip due to 
the malignant tumor,” the hos­ 
pital statement said. 
“ This type of malignancy is 
called bone sarcoma. It origi­ 
nates within the bone itself. 
Bone sarcoma gives no evidence 
of its presence until it either 
grows outside the shaft of the 
bone, forming a bulge, or causes 
pain from pressure.” 
University of Texas doctors 
took X-rays after Steinmark 
complained of back pains.

Student Vs. Society Around the W orld-Part VI 
Omens of Things to Come Apparent in Black Africa

NAIROBI — To most black 
African governments, academic 
freedom is a pleasant enough 
concept — until the students 
start demonstrating. 
Earlier this year, university 
students here in the capital of 
Kenya 
boycotted

Speech’ and ‘Student Power,’ ” 
says a profressor. 
“ But they 
didn’t really know what they 
meant — except that students 
in Europe and the U.S. also 
carry such signs. Once our 
students realized they had gone 
beyond our own limits, it was 
easy to get them back to nor­ 
mal.” 
Though 
the professor may 
have been oversimplifying, the 
Nairobi fiasco was typical of 
the student rebellion movement 


in most of black Africa. The 
disenchantment and the urge to 
destroy that have swept over 
segments of the West have not 
yet reached the underdeveloped 
countries, mainly because there 
is not enough built up as yet 
to be disenchanted with — or 
to wish to destroy.

cases, a clothing allowance. And 
what is provided can be — and 
when deemed necessary, is — 
taken away. 
There is another element, too. 
The folks back home just don't 
understand
